REALLOCATION PLAN 
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FOR RADIO ABANDONED 


Washington, December 12.—Recent 
developments in the radio broadeast- 
ing field, emphasizing its present un- 
settled and indeterminate status, have 
causéd the commerce department to 
abandon plans for carrying out the 
reallocation of wave lengths recom- 
mended to Secretary Hoover by the 
recent national radio conference. 


Department. officials, in making 
known their decision yesterday, said 
the situation had been complicated by 
an unprecedented number of applica- 
tions for licenses for broadcasting sta- 
tions since the conference decided the 
reallocation plan had to be discarded. 
While the chief purpose of the plan was 
to make available more wave lengths 
in the great centers of population, 
most of the recent applications have 
been for stations in the less thicklv- 
populated districts, which was said to 
have emphasized the inadequate pro- 
vision made for these.

Award of 15 contracts, calling for 
expenditure of $118,549.47, and pro- 
viding for paving on 13 Atlanta 
streets, was recommended Friday at a 
meeting of the streets committee of 
city council. 

Streets on which the paving will be 
laid, if council adopts the recommenda- 
tions, will be North avenue, Anniston 
avenue, Ashby grove, Dimmock street, 
West Fair street, Florida avenue, 
Fort street, Hardee street, Harwell 
street, Hogue street, Howell street, 
Stevens street and Sylvan avenue. 

Paving calling for the largest ex- 
penditure will be 4,455 square yards 
on North avenue, between Peachtree 
and Myrtle streets, and 7,415 square 
yards on Howell street »etween High- 
land and Arburn avenues. The con- 
tract for the North avenue improve- 
ment, which will cost $23,600.85, was 
awarded to Sam E. Finley, while ©. 
A. Pittman was given the Howell 
street contract, paving of which wil] 
cost $16,535.45. 

Other Contracts Awarded. 


The North avenue project will be 
paved with willite-asphalt on relaid 
Belgian block, with Finley 
udded, while Howell street will be 
paved. with extra vibrolithie concrete.

Without Funds.

Many of its members 
never came back, cthers returned 
wounded or broken in health, but 
a great majority of those who left 
returned with the laurels of faithful 
Service, for the 82d division won 
great distinction in its service in 
France, 

It was one of the few divisions of 
the army that went -through the 
hornet’s nest of the Argonne. Its 
Service there added new lustre to 
the flag, and’wherever it went the 
name of Atlanta went with it. 

No definite plan has as yet been 
agreed upon as to the form of the 
memorial, but it is significant that 
Steps are being taken to organize 
a movement that will eventuate in 
an adequate testimonial. 

This is something in which both 
city and county might well cooper- 
ate by naming some great enter- 
prise now under way, or contem- 
plated, for the 82d as a memorial 
that will forever keep fresh in the 
minds of the people of the com- 
munity the unselfish service of the 
boys who were trained for war 
here, and who, in the provisional 
camp at Fort McPherson and later 
at Camp Gordon, consecrated their 
lives to their country’s call.

Fortson Terms 
Negro Migration

“While I welcome the migration of 
the negro, and am fully convineed 
that the south can never achieve her 
greatest destiny so long as a large 
portion of her population ig black. 
at the same time I realize the neces- 
sity for doing everything possibie, 
of impairing our own racial 

to improve the condition of 
that remain. -I hope the drift 
of the negro northward has assumed 
& permanent character, and I trust 
it will continue unabated until the 
“white man’s burden” is equally dis- 


tributed throughout the nation, when 
I believe it will cease to be a burden 
at all.” 

This statement was made by Judce 
Blanton Fortson, of Athens, before 
the Atlanta Lawyers’ club at its regu- 
lar monthly meeting at the Kimball 
house Friday night. The subject of 
the speech was “Immigration and the 
South,” and it was filled with sen- 
sational utteraneés with reference to 
the struggle of this section to develon 
despite the burden of an alien race 
that could not he assimilated. 

Stating that he welcomed the ri- 
gration of the negro to the north. 
Judge Fortson at the same time 
sounded a note of warning as to the 
character of the immigrant that is 
to be invited to take the place of the 
black man in this section. He 
clared that the kind of people now 
most needed in the south are -farmers 
of goed stock from the Nordie races 
of Europe. 

The speaker declared that the pres- 
ent poliey of the United States gov- 
ernment relative to the immigration 
question is a wise one, and said if 
adhered to, will have a far-reaching 
effect upon the south. Depriving the 
northern states of common labor 
through restricted immigration, he 
declared, has caused the migration of 
the negroes into that section to take 
the place of Europeans formerly al- 
lowed to come in under unrestricted 
immigration, he stated. 

He showed that the southern white 
man can take the place of the negro 
upon farms and in industrial plants, 
which was. not believed, it was de- 
clared before the exodus of the ne- 
groes forced the white man into: the 
fields and factories. This he said 
has had a wholesome effect upon the 
white man of the south. 

Going back to the beginning of 
slavery, the speaker traced the ef- 
fect of the negro race upon the south- 
ern states throughout the years, 
showing that the presence of ihe 
negro in large numbers had exercised

TAKES LEAGUE JOB 


Washington, December 12.—An- 
nouncing his acceptance of the ap- 
pointment by the council of the 
league of nations as the American 
member of the international commit- 
tee on codification of international 
law, George W. Wickersham in a 
statement issued here tonight assert- 
ed the subject appeared to be a mat- 
ter “‘ in which America can cooperate 
heartily with the league of nations 
without danger of complications or 
misunderstandings.” 

The former attorney general, whose 
appointment was made known last 
at Rome, said he understood 
committee, which will have 17 
members, wouil not represent govern- 
ments but would be considered tech- 
nical advisers to the league. 

Sees Task As Privilege. 

“T feel it a rare privilege,” said 
Wickersham, “to he given the 
opportunity of collaborating with such 
an eminent group of jurists for the 
purpose of taking preliminary steps 
in the direction of the further codifi- 
cation of international law. This 
work has reveived constant support 
from the American government, re- 
gardless ef party lines, and it appears 
to be a matter in which America 
ean cooperate heartily with the league 
of nations without danger of com- 
plications or -misunderstandings. 

“Indeed, our government is, I be- 
lieve. now cooperating with those of 
the South American countries which 
are to meet shortly at Lima for the 
same purpose. All of these efforts, 
as well as those of the American 
Society of International Law, are di- 
rected toward a common end. 

Cites Work of Root. 

“The codification of international 
law is a problem in which this coun- 
try has always taken a peculiar in- 
terest. We were among the chief 
supporters of The Hague conferences 
which made decided progress in 
handling this question in pre-war 
days, largely under the inspiration 
of President Roosevelt. It is, more- 
over, a matter on which a_ distin- 
cuished representative of this coun- 
try, Mr. Elihu Root, has already co- 
operated with a commission of the 
lencne of nations, the commission 
which drafted the statute for the in- 
ternational court in 1920. 

“That commission recommended a 
eeneral program for the codification 
of international law. The league did 
not see fit te put it into execution 
at the time, but it went on with the 
work of codification threugh the 
adoption of international eonventions 
on specific questions, such as the 
white slave traffic, labor conditions, 
rail and water transportation. The 
experience of the last four years has 
led the way to further developments 
and *I] pregume our committee -will 
consider in what other fields the codi- 
fication of international law may be 
usefully placed.”

Work will be started at 
the completion of the “U", to be 
uccompanied by constructing concrete 
stands at the north end of Grant 
field connecting the old concrete 
stands with the stands which were 
puc into use this fall. Workmen 
will be emploved this week to begin 
tearing away the wooden stands which 
now round out the “U”, 

The new project will cost between 
$100,000 and $125,000, it was. said 
last night by Chip Robert, high in the 
counsel of the Tech Athletic associa- 
tion. Arrangements were nearly com- 
pleted at the meeting for obtaining 
the entire amount for-the building. 
The project also includes extension of 
dressing room and shower room ac- 
commodations under the new concrete 
stands.
